SOUTHERN NIGERIA. 


The ‘‘ Customs and Trade Journal ” (Lagos) of 2nd October states that 
trade is steadily increasing at Itu, a native town 
in the Eastern Province of Lagos, about 40 miles 
above Calabar, with which it is connected by a 
reguiar weekly service of Government steamers. 
Cycles, sewing machines, clocks, strong boxes, camp 
furniture, &c. are in great demand, whilst wealthy 
chiefs and numerous foreigners are commencing 
to build houses with corrugated iron roofs and cement floors, and in 
a few years’ time there should be a considerable demand for building 
materials and tools of every description. Rubber, cocoa, rice and 
maize all grow well in this district, and, as the means of communica- 
tion are good, its agricultural possibilities are great, provided the 
native can be persuaded to develop them. Directly the development 
starts there should be a good market at Itu for light, strong agricul- 
tural implements to supplement the primitive matchet and hoe now in 
use.

the money spent in the place is, broadly speaking, 
for necessaries rather than luxuries, chiefly for household requisites 
and clothing. As far as can be judged by personal observation, 
goods of British origin are not very much to the front, such 
things as earthenware, china and glass, tronmongery, brushes, cutlery 
and tools being mostly of somewhat inferior Continental or North 
American make, but there is no reason, unless it is higher cost, why 
British articles of good quality should not find equal acceptance. 
Articles of dress too, hosiery, linen, hats, &c., appear to be also toa 
minor extent of British manufacture. There is some demand for 
preserved provisions, fish, fruit, &c., but the heavy import duty charged 
on these makes the cost too high and greatly restricts the sale of this 
class of goods. 

In addition to the articles named there is also some opening for 
corrugated galvanised iwron, which is largely used in these countries 
for roofs and for building sheds and outhouses, as also for fencing 
wire, sheep dip, and the implements and utensils used in sheep and 
cattle farming, all the requisites in fact for “ estancia” work, and as 
the country develops no doubt the demand for these articles, as; well 
as for timber, cement, tiles, glass, iron piping, paints, ironmongery*and 
tools, will also increase.

BELGIUM.

various countries officially exhibiting have just been announced by 
the Belgian authorities. 

The British pavilion, which stands on the left of the Court of 
Honour, has an area of 161,000 square feet. Of this space 90,000 
square feet is to be filled with a display of textile machinery and 
machine tools, while the remainder is taken up with an exhibit of arts 
and crafts, pottery, and a display by the British Government of the 
special work which is being done in the fight against tropical diseases. 
The organisation of the British section is in the hands of the Exhibi- 
tions Branch of the Board of Trade, Queen Anne’s Chambers, West- 
minster, S.W. 

The Canadian pavilion has an area of 86,000 square feet. 

The official French pavilion is over twice the area of the British, 
and French firms have between them taken a still larger area, the 
total reaching 860,000 square feet, or nearly 20 acres. 

The German exhibit is to be housed in a special pavilion of modern 
and striking design, and will occupy 150,000 square feet. 

Belgium, of course, has taken a large amount of space, while a 
Congo pavilion occupies an important position in the main avenue. 

The whole exhibition covers roughly 250 acres, which is 50 acres 
more than the great exhibition at Brussels in 1910.

WAR IN THE BALKANS: OFFICIAL NOTICES TO 
SHIPOWNERS AND OTHERS, 


His Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs thinks it would 
be as well to state that the fact that a British merchant-vessel has. 
been stopped, visited, or searched at sea by a war-ship of a belligerent 
Power is not of itself a matter of which the owner has a right to 
complain, or which would, unless in exceptional circumstances, justify 
diplomatic action by His Majesty’s Government. It should also be 
understood that the Secretary of State cannot properly comply with 
requests of ship-owners and others interested in cargoes consigned to 
ports within the theatre of war in the East to demand the immediate 
release of vessels stopped and detained upon the high seas on the 
ground that they are carrying contraband of war, have been guilty of 
breach of blockade, or are rendering unneutral service to a belligerent. 
Vessels are detained in such cases in the exercise of belligerent rights, 
and if a vessel in such circumstances is diverted from her course and 
taken to a belligerent port, the matter is one to be investigated 
primarily by the Prize Courts of the captor. Diplomatic intervention 
can only properly be invoked if, after the final decision of the Prize 
Courts has been given, such finding appears to be so contrary to 
recognised principles of international law as to constitute a denial or 
failure of justice. 


Moratorium in Greece—H.M. Minister at Athens has notified the 
Foreign Office that a Moratorium was proclaimed in Greece on 19th 
October for (with certain exceptions) one month from that date. A 
translation of the law may be seen by British firms at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C, (C. 8,809.) 


No Moratorium in Turkey—H.M. Ambassador at Constantinople 
reports that the question of proclaiming a Moratorium in Turkey has 
been under the consideration of the Ottoman Government, but some 
of the larger firms having opposed the measure as unnecessary, the 
Government have no immediate intention of applying such a measure.

Bulgarian Port closed—H.M. Minister at Sofia has telegraphed, 
under date 28th October, that the port of Bourgas has beer mined 
and is consequently closed to shipping for the present. 


Greek Blockade of Tarkish Coast.—H.M. Minister at Athens reports 
that the effective blockade of the coasts of Epirus has now been 
extended to Avlona. The blockade of the port of Prevesa has been 
raised. The blockade of the island of Lemnos has been relaxed as 
regards the port of Castros only. Vessels are not permitted to 
approach the island of Skiathos except by daylight. 


Contraband of War, Tuarkey.—-With reference to the notice on p. 232 
of last week’s issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” it is notified 
in the “ London Gazette” of 5th November that H.M. Ambassador 
at Constantinople has forwarded to the Foreign Office the following 
deiailed list of articles which the Ottoman Government have decided 
to consider and treat as contraband during the present hostilities :— 


Arms of all kinds, guns and sporting weapons, as well as their com- 
ponent parts and accessories ; projectiles, mines, and cartridges of all 
kinds, as well as their component parts and accessories ; shot and 
screw plates ; explosives and chemical materials used in warfare and 
other explosive materials, saltpetre, sulphate of potash, muriate of 
potash, sulphur ; powder and inflammable and explosive materials not 
destined for warlike purposes ; gun-mountings, limbers, limber-boxes, 
wagons, and all means of transport with their accessories which can 
be used in war; machines, apparatus, and iron instruments used in 
warfare, as well as their component parts and accessories; clothing 
and military equipment of every kind, military cloth, and shoes ; 
military harness and saddles and their component parts, articles of 
harness and saddlery ; tents and their accessories ; armour plates, iron 
and copper plates; horse shoes and farriers’ requisites ; barbed wire 
and apparatus for planting, fixing, or cutting it; round iron bars of 
# or 3 inch, rivets, iron plates exceeding } inch in thickness, 
fers a l’angle (? angle iron), bolts, and zinc ; warships and their boats, 
as well as articles used solely on board them; machines, apparatus, and 
accessories intended for the manufacture of projectiles of war, of arms, 
for the manufacture or repair of military equipment by land and sea ; 
balloons, flying machines, aeroplanes, and their component parts ; 
draught and pack horses employed in war and beasts of burden. 


Contraband of War, Greece.—H.M. Minister at Athens has tele- 
graphed that the Greek Government have decided to cancel their list 
of articles deemed conditional contraband of war (see “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 31st October, pp. 232-3), and to regard fuel and lubri- 
cants as contraband only when destined for Turkish ports beyond the 
Dardanelles, 
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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Uruguay.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Vice-Consul at Montevideo (Mr. T. D. Dunlop) on the trade of 
Uruguay in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Montevideo is the chief distributing centre for Uruguay. Firms in 
the interior do not generally import direct but buy from Montevideo 
importers. The principal impediment in the way of British firms not 
already established in the Uruguayan market is the difficulty of finding 
British agents in Montevideo. The British firms in Montevideo are 
in most cases so occupied with their existing business that they have 
little desire to embark on new agencies, especially if the goods or 
terms offered are novel tothe market. This applies also to Uruguayan 
firms, with whom there is the further difficulty of dealing in Spanish. 
Accordingly, letters from British firms to traders in Uruguay offering 
agencies frequently find their way to the waste-paper basket, or meet 
with an evasive reply, for it is now axiomatic in Montevideo that if a 
foreign firm have business worth offering, they will send a competent rep- 
resentative to Montevideo to choose an agent. ‘This fact is well known 
to British exporters to South America, whose commercial travellers now 
include Montevideo in their South American itinerary. Some, however, 
have concéntrated on the larger market of the neighbouring metropolis 
of Buenos Ayres without seriously considering the possibilities of 
Uruguay. 

Where British agents are unobtainable in Montevideo it is better 
policy to appoint Uruguayans, in preference to nationals of 
competing countries. 

It would seem hardly necessary to repeat the perennial warning 
that the metric system is enforced by law in Uruguay, where trades- 
men are fined for using any other system, and that correspondence 
with Uruguayan firms should be conducted in Spanish, were it not 
that catalogues and circulars are still sent to Montevideo printed 
in English, with quotations in British weights and measures.

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CONTINENTAL BANK CREDIT SYSTEM. 


In amplification of the notice on p. 219 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 25th July relative to a common system of credit which 
prevails in Russia, in the machinery trade chiefly, the British Vice- 
Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) writes as follows with particular 
reference to the promissory notes renewable at six-monthly intervals 
up to the termination of the sales’ credit :— 

“The class of bank credit which I particularly had in mind is an 
account current (book) credit secured by the deposit of promissory 
notes. No other documents are required in obtaining such a credit. 
This kind of credit, which differs from the ordinary discounting of 
bills (‘*‘ Wechsel”), is generally limited to firms of high standing. 
Where the firm offer sufficient guarantee for the money advanced, 
a deposit is accepted of other than the legal form of promissory note 
(‘* Wechsel”’) such as, for instance, an account signed by the payee 
that the amount will be paid at a certain date, or the acknowledg- 
ment of a debt by a county council (zemstvo) which has no legal 
right to give legal promissory notes. 

‘The usual form of procedure is for the firm requiring the credit to 
apply to the bank, naming the sum they wish to borrow and giving 
such information as the bank may require to enable it to judge of the 
financial standing of the firm. Printed forms for filling in can be had 
at the bank for this purpose. In most cases credit is taken from 
several banks, thus distributing the risk. 

‘The promissory notes to be deposited with the bank are endorsed 
by the person obtaining the credit under the clause “value received 
GONE. cwibaecss Bank.” About 90 per cent. of the value of the 
promissory note is generally advanced by the bank. These promissory 
notes are not circulated, but remain in deposit at the bank, and when 
they become due are withdrawn and replaced by others payable at a 
later date. The bank will also take upon itself, if desired, the 
collection of the money, charging a commission. Generally 4 per cent. 
above the official bank rate is charged for such credit. 

“The system of ‘ promissory notes renewable at six monthly intervals 
up to the termination of the sales’ credit’ is of course an arrangement 
between the foreign manufacturer and his Russian agent. The former 
can only use six months’ promissory notes for depositing in the bank, 
whilst he sells to his agent on 18 to 30 months’ credit (this is a 
term of credit by no means unusual in the trade with flour milling 
machinery, gas engines, &c.). An agreement on the following lines 
is drawn up between the manufacturer and his agent or customer :— 
(1) that the sale is made payable on such and such terms, say one-third 
every six months; (2) that the agent has to give the manufacturer six 
months’ promissory notes for the full amount; (3) that after six 
months the manufacturer accepts one-third in cash and two-thirds in 
new promissory notes and returns the original promissory notes ; and 
(4) that these promissory notes will not be circulated, and are solely to 
be used for the purpose of deposit with a bank. 

“T cannot say if such an agreement is drawn up in every 
case. In any case, with or without agreement, it requires a certain 
amount of mutual confidence, and is very frequently practised. 
The purchaser or agent puts himself at the mercy of the manufac- 
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turer, and the manufacturer might be put to very severe straits if the 
bank refused the exchange of the promissory notes when they become 
due. It must be borne in mind, however, that all these are working 
for their mutual interests. It is not in the bank’s interest to cripple 
or bankrupt the manufacturer, and it would ruin the manufacturer's 
trade if he treated his customer unfairly. It may be argued that the 
critical time will come, a pause and general ruin, in case of national 
calamity, such as war or famine. lwussia has passed through all 
these stages between 1903 and 1907, and hardly any money was lost 
through this banking operation; on the contrary it is extraordinary 
how little money was lost during these years. Where firms failed 
they were the financially weak ones who could not get the bank 
credit, which is limited to businesses of sound financial standing, and 
these can safely reckon on support from the banks in time of trouble.

POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENT OF ENSENADA ON THE 
OPENING OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 


In the recently published report on the trade of Mexico for the year 
1911 (Cd. 6005-149), the British Vice-Consul at Ensenada, Lower 
California (Mr. W. D. Madden) writes as follows with reference to the 
possibilities of development at Ensenada as the result of the opening 
of the Panama Canal :— 

“The use of the Panama Canal will have a far-reaching and 
immediate effect on Pacific commerce. ‘Traffic to the north has thus 
‘far been largely dominated by United States influences, in which the 
railways and railway laws of the United States have played an impor- 
tant part. The three trans-continental railways between St. Paul 
and Seattle, U.S.A., have found it necessary to extend their systems 
across the northern border to Vancouver, British Columbia, where they 
have advantages for overcoming adverse maritime conditions in their 
own country. It seems practically certain that Ensenada is destined to 
be to the south-western railways of the United States what Vancouver, 
B.C., already is in the north, only to a greater degree, inasmuch as 
Ensenada can have a much nearer rail connection with the chief centres 
of the American south-west than can San Francisco, and other north 
American ports, with the additional advantage of a still shorter haul by 
water. These are physical advantages that cannot be ignored in the 
development of North Pacific trade vid Panama. Thus Ensenada 
enjoys great possibilities as a seaport for not only all north-west 
Mexico, but all the south-west United States.” 

An explanation of the advantages accruing to United States 
trans-continental railways in extending beyond the United States 
borders to the north and south, to which allusion is made in the 
foregoing quotation, which has since been received from Mr. Madden, 
may be of interest; it is, shortly, as follows :— 

A United States railway can have a sea-borne terminal at, say, 
Vancouver (Canada) or Ensenada (Mexico). At these ports, both 
economically and strategically situated just beyond the United 
States border, respectively north and south, there is absolute freedom 
for re-adjustment or rebate of freight rates on sea-borne traffic destined 
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to or from some United States point. For instance, assuming that the 
total cost of transporting a ton of freight from Ensenada to Chicago 
be 100 dols., it would be possible to charge 95 per cent. of the total 
haul tothe few miles of Mexican line, and 5 per cent. only to the other 
2,000 miles in United States territory. The object of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission naturally is to keep freights down, and they 
cannot therefore object to the extraordinary low rate resulting from 
such a division. The United States railway companies are thus able 
not only to quote favourable competitive rates to the foreign port, but 
also to save on certain Federal and State taxes. 

Then, so far as Ensenada is concerned, the charges for port dues, 
dock labour and pilotage are less than at United States Pacific 
ports, besides the distance being shorter from certain important 
foreign maritime points by both rail and sea; e.g., it is nearer by 
rail and 550 miles nearer by water vid Panama than San Francisco to 
the centre of population of the United States, with the additional 
advantage of the elimination of the heavy costs of snow-bound traffic 
nearly half the year in the Sierras. Ensenada port dues are confined 
to two shillings per ton dockage and three farthings per ton on 


the registered tonnage of steamers. There is no pilotage required.

MARKING OF GOODS IMPORTED INTO FRANCE. 


In the October issue of their Monthly Circular, the British 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris call the attention of British manu- 
facturers and exporters to the fact that Article 15 of the French 
Tariff Law of 1892 prohibits the ‘ import, bonding, transit or circu- 
lation of all foreign products, natural or manufactured, bearing on 
themselves or upon their packing cases, bales, envelopes, bands or 
tickets, &c., any trade or manufacturer’s mark, name, sign or 
indication whatsoever which may cause the belief that such goods 
are of French make or origin.” It is, says the Circular, in the 
interests of British manufacturers to emphasise in every way the 
British origin of their goods, and they usually do so, but it occasion- 
ally happens that a French customer wishes his name to appear on 
the goods he orders. Compliance with such a request would involve 
the seizure of the goods at the port of entry, unless the mark were 
accompanied by the words “importé d’Angleterre” or “ fabriqué en 
Angleterre,” and the same remark applies to any mark or indication 
whatsoever which is in the slightest degree likely to cause the belief 
that the goods are French. Even in the case of British firms having 
branches in France and marking their goods thus—‘“ J. Smith & Son, 
London and Paris ”—such marking would be held to be an infring- 
ment of this law unless the mark were accompanied by an indication 
in French of the real country of origin, as above. 

The Circular draws particular attention to this matter as the French 
Customs authorities are said to have made a great number of seizures 
of goods recently for the above-mentioned reasons, and it further 
advises British exporters to avoid possible trouble by indicating the 
British origin of their goods in the most distinct and unmistakable 
way; and, in the case of firms having a branch in France, to 
indicate the British origin of their goods, not only upon the goods 
themselves, but also upon their general office stationery. (22,864.)

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JAMAICA.

Under these Rules it is provided, with regard to the importation of 
explosives, that 12 hours’ notice shall be given by the agent of the 
ship to the Harbour Master or Principal Officer of Customs, as the 
case may require, of the intended arrival of a ship with gunpowder 
and/or dangerous explosives on board, and such ship shall not be per- 
mitted to come alongside a wharf or any ship in the harbour, or to 
break bulk, until the Harbour Master or Chief Officer of Customs, 
as the case may be, is satisfied that the gunpowder and/or dangerous 
explosives are of such character and are so stowed, or, are in the 
opinion of the Harbour Master or Collector of Customs, in such 
trifling quantity as not to be an element of danger, when the proper 
Officer will give the requisite certificate for the landing of such gun- 
powder, &c., under such conditions as may be prescribed. 

When discharge is directed to be made into lighters, such discharge 
must take place at not less than half a mile from shore and from 
other vessels, and at such spot or station as the Collector for the 
Port or Harbour Master may approve. 

Immediately on being discharged from a ship, gunpowder and/or 
explosives, not in transit and not intended for re-shipment, must be 
forthwith conveyed to an approved fort or magazine, or to licensed 
premises or to such place of safety as may be indicated by the 
Principal Officer of Customs. 

Explosives in transit may remain on the lighter pending exporta- 
tion, subject to the usual security for duty. 

Every ship or lighter having on board, or loading or unloading, 
or transporting gunpowder or explosives exceeding 500 lbs. within 
such harbour limits as the local Harbour Master may fix, shall cause 
to be conspicuously displayed a red flag by day and a red light by 
night in such manner and of such description as the Harbour Master 
or Chief Officer of Customs may approve. 

Gunpowder and explosives must be loaded separately from 
exploders or detonators, and be stored apart while in lighters or 
inland conveyances, and if possible separate lighters and inland 
conveyances should be used in such cases.

A recent French Customs Circular gives notice of a decision by the 
Tariff competent Ministerial Departments that No. 618 
Classification of ter of the French Customs Tariff (automobile boats 
Motor Craft with electric or explosion motor) shall be applied, 
as regards sea-going craft, only to automobile 
yachts and pleasure boats; also to motor craft, such as vedettes, 
cutters, &c. employed in harbours and roadsteads. Automobile 
boats employed exclusively in sea-fishing will be dutiable under 
Tariff No. 615. As regards river craft 'l'ariff No. 618 ter will be 
applied to automobile boats and vessels of all kinds except boats 
constructed for the transport of passengers or goods, dredgers and 
tugs. (C. 8,667.) 


Another French Customs Circular contains the text of a Presidential 
Decree, dated the 21st November, 1911, regulating 
the navigation of balloons, dirigible balloons and 
aviation apparatus over French territory. This 
Decree provides, inter alia, that balloonists and 
aeronauts who land in France must, in principle, 
pay Customs duty on the balloon or aeroplane. However, when 
there exists no reason to suspect abuse, the balloon or aeroplane 
may be admitted under the “ consignation” régime. In this case, 
the sum deposited as duty is repaid, upon re-exportation of the 
balloon or aeroplane, at the Customs house where the apparatus 
is presented to be identified prior to re-exportation. 3 

Full particulars are given in the Circular as to the tariff classifica- 
tion of spherical balloons, dirigible balloons, aeroplanes and hydro- 
planes.

The 
Commissioners further found that the method used by the makers for 
fixing the flanges on to the steel pipes was not satisfactory, and that 
the blacksmith employed by them had failed to exercise proper care 
and skill in making the weld. ‘The colliery company were exonerated 
from responsibility, but the makers were found to blame and were 
ordered to pay £50, their manager £10, and the blacksmith 
employed £5, towards the cost of the investigation. (M. 3,370.)

SOUTH AFRICA, 


According to information received by H.M. Trade Commissioner for 
Selina tenting South Africa from the Commissioner of Customs 
Experiments and Excise at Pretoria, it is reported that several 
prominent Cape Town gentlemen have been making 
careful investigations as regards the possibility of the establishment 
of a cotton-growing industry in the Cape Province. A local firm have 
undertaken to furnish the necessary funds for the provision of seed 
and ginning machinery and to guarantee farmers that they will buy 
from them, gin, pack, and put on the Manchester market, all cotton 
which can be grown during the coming season. 

The experiments in cotton-growing which have been carried on 
near East London (see p. 84 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
12th October, 1911) have been inconclusive, but a further attempt, 
it is understood, is to be made during the coming season. _—(22,753.) 





NYASALAND PROTECTORATE: 


The Report of the Nyasaland Department of Agriculture for the year 
icnttiaitiees in ended 31st March, 1912, states that the period 
“rer 12 under review was unfavourable for cotton, but 
~ permitted the planting of tobacco late into the 

season, with the result that it was the leading crop in both quantity 
and value. ‘The area under tobacco was 4,507 acres, as compared with 
3,274 acres in the previous year, and the exports of cured tobacco 
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amounted to 2,146,615 lbs., valued locally at £53,689, an increase 
over the previous year of 441,978 lbs. in weight and £11,063 in 
value. The new season’s crop covers an area of 7,411 acres. 

‘The abnormally sunless weather which prevailed throughout the 
ripening season proved disastrous to the cotton crop in the Shiré 
Highlands. Although the area under European cultivation was 
23,332 acres, against 12,752 acres in the previous year, yet the cotton 
exported only amounted to 3,392 bales of lint (400 lbs. per bale), 
against 4,342 in 1910-11, a decrease locally valued at £14,589. This 
failure, combined with a scarcity of labour, discouraged European 
farmers from extending their cotton acreage, so that the coming 
season's crop covers 24,155 acres, only 823 acres more than in 
1911-12.. The native cotton industry continues to increase satis- 
factorily, the production of seed cotton in 1911-12 being 962 tons, as 
compared with 692 tons in the previous year, or 1,454 bales of lint 
(400 lbs. per bale) against 1,046 bales. 

The coffee industry is dying out, as planters prefer the quicker and 
surer returns obtained from cotton and tobacco. Although the area 
devoted to coffee in 1911-12 was only 4,332 acres, compared with 
5,629 acres in the previous year, yet, owing largely to the plentiful and 
early rains, the crop amounted to 796,304 Ibs., valued locally at 
£16,381, about double the previous year’s figures. On account of 
drought it is anticipated that very little coffee will be exported from 
the 1912-13 crop, and the acreage of the crop following will probably 
be very much smaller. 

The cultivation of rubber is still more or less in the experimental 
stage. The exports during 1911-12 amounted to 59,471 lbs., valued 
locally at £10,659 ; this is a decrease of £1,505 on the previous year, 
and is attributed to fewer people engaging in the collection of wild 
rubber and to the scarcity of labour in West Nyasa. The actual area 
under cultivated rubber shows an increase of about 1,500 acres, but 
the greater proportion is not yet ready for tapping. 

Considerable local interest was shown in ploughs and ploughing 
during the year, and several estates commenced the use of agricultural 
machinery. Future extension in agricultural development will require 
to be largely cultivated by machinery, as the area now under culti- 
vation is very nearly the maximum that the local native labour is 
capable of tilling.

Through death and the maturing of policies 
during lifetime a total sum of 248,500,000 marks became payable 
in 1911.

BOLIVIA. 


H.M. Minister at La Paz reports that a Bill was recently introduced 
p in the Bolivian Congress with the object of 
roposed Reform wane 

of the reforming the monetary system of the Republic. 
Monetary System The principal provisions of the Bill are: — 

; (1) In addition to English and Peruvian gold 
coins, which are legal tender at present for an unlimited amount, it 
is proposed to introduce Bolivian gold coins, equal in weight and 
other respects to the English and Peruvian pound and half-pound, in 
such quantities as may become necessary. 

(2) The use of silver for token coinage is to be discontinued, nickel 
remaining the only metal for this purpose, and to be legal tender up 
to five Bolivianos. 

(3) Paper money is to be immediately convertible, the banks 
being compelled to hold a minimum gold reserve equal to one half 
of their notes in circulation. Dirty and torn notes are not to be 
re-issued. 

(4) In the event of the liquidation of a bank, the responsibility for 
the conversion of its notes is to rest on those who were, during the 
six months previous to closure, directors, managers, administrators, 
agents, or members of the administrative council. The moveable and 
fixed property of the bank is to be primarily chargeable for the 
conversion of notes. 

(5) The banks are to keep the effective capital and reserve and 
emergency funds in gold (independently of the note conversion fund) 
or in values of a fixed character, such as State bonds, property, &c. 

H.M. Minister adds that it is improbable that this Bill will become 
law during the present session of Congress. (C.8.774)

6d. for the 
second. This publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive 
information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first 
volume abstract tables for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements 
of imports and-exports -of -each article consigned from.and to each country, 
and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

NoTEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s.

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1165. Workmen engaged in making hand power burring, screw- 
ing, mortising and similar machines. 


1166. Workmen described as masons, and engaged in con- 
structing— 

(1) Sheds for the use of men dressing slates in quarries ; 
(2) Safety sheds for use during blasting operations. 

1167. Workmen employed in an iron foundry, and engaged in 
filing up iron patterns. 

1168. Workmen employed at a pipe foundry, and described as 
casters or moulders, coremakers, dressers, testers, gaugers, measurers, 
coaters or dippers, rollers, stackers, shippers, weighmen, cranemen, 
sand or loam wheelers, loam grinders, foundry and general labourers. 

1169. Turners and other machinists engaged wholly or mainly 
in producing ebonite or vulcanised fibre parts for use as parts of the 
products of a mechanical engineering establishment. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
1164. Workmen employed in making ornamental wrought iron- 
work. 
1170. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making ebonite or 
vulcanised fibre parts of scientific instruments, telephones or electric 


light fittings. 
Correction.— Decision No. 1155 (‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
31st October, 1912) should read as follows :— 
A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1155. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in stamping and cutting 
out metal jointing rings and metal discs for metallic valves in pumps. 


Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance: with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 


Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
